1. Thursday, 22 Fobruary:

2. Friday, 23 February: 

1000 Talk with HC KEB, 92nd Bi vision CXC, Tiareggio. In- 
formed by He KBB that our prospective guide BAB- 
BBLLABIf in custody until four days before oar 
arrival, had been recruited by OSS llason for 'Hie 
Italian Telunteer Corps and had le^t the area. 
Also informed by HcEBB that all line-paealng in 
the area by order of the commanding general was 
under the control of Capt, HABZANI, OSS Tiareggio 
Beclsion: to attempt to contact RESIO's alterna- 
tige guide at Partisan Hqe without seeing HANZABI 


1130 Talk wi th Cmdt, TILLA, partisan base Hqs, Forte di 

Harmi, TXIIA disposed to take agent across at 
once but could not do so until approved by Capt. 
MaBZABI, OSS Tiareggio who controls all movement 

among the partisans in the area,

tually been under OSS control 1 (MaJ ore ROSSETTI and ABRISRANI) 

for sometime* All agentsy including those of British agencies 
must clear through OSS channels before the partisans will undertake 

to take an agent through. 

6* BARDELLARI is probably well rid-of* According to HoEES he 
had gone sour and actually should have been Interned* 

7* According to MANZAHI the route is wide open and traffic in 
both directions is high. The ohly dangerous part of the crossing 
is that at the very start and involves a stretch of some f hour 
walking time. If anything went wrong during this phase of the 
mission KAHZaNI stated that he would know the very same night and 
would Inform. Absolute aonfirmation of Ivy's arrival in the 
partisan chain would only be possible when the patrol returned* 

At that tlmey however y he would inform through OSS channels. 

6. HAHZANI provided Ivy with a safe conduct and all-ald-possible 

pass to be used among the partisans as long as he remained in 
their territory. He was instructed to destroy it when he moved 
out of the mountains for his first city. 

9. Nlth proper liasing through Lt* OLETTI at Vlaregglo the next 
agent should not take more than 2 days to put through.
